T is a generally receiv*d Maxim in this Kinzdom, That no Man ſtruzg! 
with the Laws of England, bur he got a Fall: Of which you, have now 
a great Example in the preſent Lord of Wemm, Lord: Chancellour of 
England ;, who ambitious of Honour and Grandeur baulk?d at no Violat = 
on of the Ancient and Fundamental Laws of this Realm, to hoift himſelf 
into Exorbitant Power. His Bold and Lofty Deportment, when Chi: f 
Juſtice, and his Domineering Pride, when Lord Chancellor, are too well 

known, and he is now become himſelf an Example, That Breach of Law in 

England 1s but a Sandy Foundation. For after all his Ranting Vain-Glory ani 


Imperious Pomp, finding Whie-Hall too Hot to hold him, he was forc:d to yrit - 


his glorious Purſe and Mace, and fo fluuk away, with a Reſolution to leave 
the Nation, which he hx'i Diſturb'd with his Pernicious Counſels ; and to avoid 
the Reward of his Miſdeeds, by ſeeking Shelter in a Foreign Climate : For 
Flight, by the Law of England always implies Guilt. .

« To this Purpoſe, laying aſide his Gold Frogg-Button Gown, he put himſelf
